over to the state departm ent of for­ 
ests and w aters for maintenance.

The old furnace was built by Thad­ 
deus Stevens about 1857 and gave em­ 
ployment to several hundred men, liv­ 
ing in that community.

narc, at Iron Springs. 
The Caledonia furnace stood until 
June 26, 1863, when it was destroyed
